Fairs that are supported by state appropriations must adjust 
their budgets. Prize money offered for live stock will have to be 
wit, This adjustment should be made so as to do the least harm to 
the industry. Breeders, breed papers and breed associations should 
sive some serious thought to this matter. Fair Secretaries I am 
sre would appreciate suggestions and will no doubt act according 
to ihe wishes of those most vitally concerned if they will agree on 
q program. ; 

In the last issue of the Shorthorn World I discussed a record 
of performance that would, recognize the leading sires while their 
progeny can actually be seen and valuated. If the record of per- 
formance would be adopted the winnings could be quickly tabulated 
and the leading sires known almost immediately after the judging 
s finished and the ranking of the sires could be substituted for the 
get-of-sire class. I doubt the advisability of continuing the get-of- 
sire class if the record of performance is adopted but if continued 
it should be placed at the beginning of the show and not at the end. 
It is one of the most important classes but has been covered up by 
coming toward the end of the show and too many times the placing 
of the get-of-sire class is influenced by the winnings of the individ- 
uals in their respective classes. I would like to offer the sugges- 
tion that all of the group classes be eliminated excepting the two 
bull group, pair of yearlings and pair of calves. Money must be 
saved and I feel that the average breeder and the breed would be

events, if not the greatest event of the Shorthorn Fraternity. 
Breeders everywhere should send one or two of their very best in- 
dividuals to this Show and Sale. The bull whose progeny sells for 
the most dollars should be recognized. Let’s take a look at Scot- 
land. The Royal and Highland Shows are the great shows, but I 
believe every breeder in Scotland would rather win at Perth and 
have their herd sire’s progeny top the Perth sale than to win at 
either the Royal or the Highland. Breeders should sell their best 
at public auction and every bull and heifer signed for such a sale 
should be sold regardless of a price that might be offered before, 
or, what they bring under the hammer. We need to establish and 
maintain a high standard public auction business for pure breds. 
There are at least ten states that should be able to hold a strong 
breed sale and show each year made up of outstanding individuals. 
Market your poor cattle for beef, sell at private treaty your med- 
ium ones and a few good ones but some of the best should be sold 
at public auction. 

A record of performance for sires should extend to the carlot 
division. Carlots shown at the International and American Royal 
have been sired by a dozen more or less bulls. Why don’t the Inter- 
national and American Royal Expositions and Breed Associations 
offer prizes for the best car loads each one sired by not more than 
two bulls and require the calves to be listed with the breed associa- 
tion giving the name of the sire and the age of the calves. The 


better off if most of the money available was placed on 
individual classes. That a small amount be given for the 
three group classes mentioned above and that the prize 
money for champions be reduced, because it is an honor 
and invaluable to the breeder to win championships and 
the money must be spread for the good of the fraternity. 


Breed Sales Have Been Neglected. 

It was a keen disappointment in making up the quali- 
fications for record of performance that I could not include 
sires based on public auctions for example, the Shorthorn 
Congress. The individuals shown and sold at the Short- 
iom Congress could not be put on a par with any of our 
leading State Fairs—this seems wrong. In my judgment 
the Shorthorn Congress should be one of the greatest

Secretary Davis of the Southwestern Live 
Stock Show, Fort Worth, Texas, compiled 
the carcass yield of all the cattle exhibited 
and sold at the recent Fort Worth Show. 
While the carcass yield on a total of 169 cat- 
tle sold are reported, only the prize winners 
in the open classes and club division of the 
show are reported by breeds. Of the 48 
prize winners reported there were 20 Here- 
fords, 14 Shorthorns and 14 Aberdeen-An- 
gus. The average yield on the 20 Herefords 
was 66.85 per cent; 14 Shorthorns, 65.72 
per cent; and 14 Aberdeen-Angus 67.31 per 
cent. Three cattle, two Aberdeen-Angus 
and one Hereford exhibited by the Texas 
Technological College, Lubbock, Texas, and 
the Texas A. & M. College, College Station, 
Texas, dressed over 70 per cent.

While the cattle business, like all other 
enterprises, has suffered in the depression, 
Minty declares it still is as good as any 
branch of agriculture and safer than most 
investments as good beef cattle always can 
be converted into cash in an emergency. 

“Besides,” he added, “it is a pleasure to 
raise good cattle.” 


Hollinger Entertains 


at the Kansas Eighth Annual Better Live Stock Day

For widening the market for their pro- 
duct, breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
Geary and Dickinson counties, Kansas, have 
developed an institution that is at once un- 
ique and altogether worthwhile. The insti- 
tution is the Better Live Stock Day, held 
annually on the farm of one or another of 
the breeders. At this event, cattle select- 
ed from Aberdeen-Angus herds in the two 
counties are displayed, judging contests are 
held, and a speaking program is presented; 
at noon a luncheon featuring prime home- 
produced Aberdeen-Angus beef is served by 
the wives of the breeders. Buyers from all 
over the state and from nearby states are 
attracted and the breeders receive valuable 
publicity. 

The eighth of these annual events was 
held April 20th of this yeas on J. B. Hol- 
Inger’s Wheatland farm near Chapman, 
Kansas. Jt was held, we must add, in a sea 
of mud, for a long drouth was broken by 
heavy showers the day before the picnic. 
Not that that dampened the farmer’s spirits. 

ey came, several hundreds of them in- 
stead of 3,000 which had been expected, 
and waded jovially through the black, vozy 
muck, laughing good-naturedly when they 
lost their footing, and thoroughly enjoying 
themselves. Optimism and good-will pre- 
vailed. Prices for farm products were ris- 
Ig and the rain itself was a blessing— 

S may explain the crowd’s attitude. 

Two hundred and eighty people took part 


in the judging contests, which were held in 
the morning under the supervision of Prof. 
F. W. Bell, coach of the Kansas State Col- 
lege live stock judging teams. Sixty head 
of the best Aberdeen-Angus cattle in that 
portion of the country were on exhibition 
on the farm, and thirty-two of these were 
used for the judging competitions. Separ- 
ate contests were held for college students, 
for vocational agriculture high school stud- 
ents, for 4-H teams, and for individuals not 
enrolled in college nor competing on any 
team. Cups and ribbons were awarded as 
prizes : 

At noon, the wives of the breeders did 
their bit. The odor of cooked beefsteak, 
hot coffee, and gravy assailed the nostrils 
of the hungry men struggling through the 
sticky mud in the stock pens. The meat— 
prime home-produced Aberdeen-Angus beef 
—had been prepared in Junction City, some 
fifteen miles from the Hollinger farm, and 
brought out by truck. Thick slabs of beef, 
covered with gravy, were doled out to the 
crowd with buns and rolls and coffee. Any- 
one who has plowed through soaked silt 
loam for a few hours realizes how greatly 
that food was appreciated. Throughout the 
luncheon, the crowd was serenaded by the 
Junction City high school band. 

Dr. C. W. McCampbell, head of the de- 
partment of animal hunbandry at Kansas 
State college, presided at the afternoon pro- 
gram, which included an address by Dean 


L. E. Call, director of the Kansas agricul- 
tural experiment station and a director of 
the Federal Land Bank at Wichita, Kansas, 
who spoke on “Financing the Farmer”. W. 
H. Tomhave, national secretary of the breed 
association, spoke on “The Aberdeen-An- 
gus”. Other talks were given by W. A. 
Cochel, editor of the Weekly Kansas City 
Star, and Prof. H. J. Gramlich, chairman of 
the department of animal husbandry at the 
University of Nebraska. Dr. Howard T. 
Hill, head of the department of public 
speaking at Kansas State college, gave the 
welcoming address, entitled “Men, Meat, 
and Music”. Prof. A. D. Weber of the Kan- 
sas State college department of animal hus- 
bandry had charge of the program for the 
entire day. Weber is secretary of the state 
breeders’ association. 

But at this time the main business of the 
day, from the breeders’ standpoint, was be- 
ing transacted in the stock pens where the 
blocky, black cattle were tied. Your corres- 
pondent was led out there by Professor 
Weber and introduced to Hollinger, presi- 
dent of the state breed association, who 
acknowledged the introduction with a quick 
grasp of the hand and turned back to the 
group of prospective buyers which was 
shouting questions at him. He indicated 
that he would be glad to talk with me when 
he got rid of the buyers, but he never got 
rid of them. After a time he remembered 
me with a weary smile. 

“You see how it is, ” he said. 

Later I talked with A. J. Schuler, presi- 
dent of the local breeders association, who 
told me something of the history of Better 
Live Stock Day. 

“It started eight years ago as a local af- 
fair,” he explained, “but it has now become 
a state institution.” 

The fact that over 700 people attended 
the event this year in spite of rain and mud 
testified as to the truth of Schuler’s state- 
ment. 

“Early each year,” he continued, “we get 
together and elect officers. At that time the 


committees which are to care for different - 


parts of the live stock day program are 
appointed. It really doesn’t cost us so much. 
The speakers cost us nothing; they come 
down as a part of their job. And the ad- 
vertising is done through the news columns 
of the papers. And we are convinced that 
the activity is well worthwhile. It has cer- 
tainly done a lot for the breeders in this 
section.” 

He paused and smiled deprecatingly. 

“There’s really not much to tell.” he said, 
and added, “So far as I know we are the 
only breed association doing anything of 
this kind.” : 

The breeders in this section have sold ani- 
mals to buyers from the Southwest, from 
eastern states, and from nearly every state 
in the middle west. Geary and Dickinson 
counties, Kansas, have become known as the 
Aberdeen-Angus center of the central mid- 
west.

Cattle Exports Show Big In 

Cattle exports through Siete deen and 
Halifax to Great Britain showed a tremen- 
dous increase during the first three months 
of this year as compared with the corres- 
ponding period of 1932, according to the 
agricultural department of the Canadian 
National Railways. For the period January 
1 to March 31, 1932, the exports only 
amounted to 409 head of cattle but for the 
corresponding period of the current year 
the exports totalled 7,863 head. A new de- 
velopment of this trade is the finishing of 
export cattle on farms in the Maritimes 
The cattle come from the west but are fat- 
tened on Maritime farms before export. 
This experiment has proved so successful 
that steps are being taken to extend it. 


Cattle K eeder’s Meeting 


at University of Minnesota, June 15th 


The program for the Twelfth Annual Cat- 
tle Feeders’ meeting to be held at Univer- 
sity Farm, St. Paul, Thursday, June 15, 
9:30 a. m. to 3:30 p. m., which, says W. H. 
Peters, head of the division of animal hus- 
bandry at University Farm, will contain 
much valuable and useful information for 
cattle-raisers and cattle-feeders, has been 
completed. 

The morning program will include re- 
ports of five feeding trials that have been 
conducted by the division of animal husban- 
dry during the last year. A report of a 
trial in which three lots, of ten high-grade 
Hereford steer calves each, were fattened; 
one lot fed ear-corn, one lot fed corn-and- 
cob meal and one lot fed shelled corn will 
demonstrate the comparative advantages of 
these three methods of feeding corn. A 
trial in which two lots of calves were fed; 
one receiving corn, alfalfa hay and a pro- 
tein supplement, and the other without the 
protein supplement, will demonstrate wheth- 
er or not it paid the Minnesota feeder to 
feed a purchased protein supplement to his 
fattening cattle this year. A trial in which 
eighteen calves were fed individually will 
demonstrate the extent to which fattening 
cattle vary in rate of gain and feed require- 
ments to make a pound of gain as well as 
some causes for these variations. A trial 
showing results in adding molasses _ beet- 
pulp to grain rations of rye and barley for 
fattening calves will be reported. 

Because of the growing interest in lamb 


fattening in the state, a report will be giv- 
en of an extensive trial conducted at the 
experiment station at Morris, Minn., in the 
use of the beet sugar factory by-product 
feeds (beet molasses, beet pulp and molass- 
es pulp) for fattening lambs. 

On the afternoon program, Edward T. 
Cox will discuss the methods used by Cox 
Brothers, Adrian, Minn., in raising and fat- 
tening baby beef calves on their farm. L. 
M. Winters of the division of animal hus- 
bandry will discuss the problem of provid- 
ing suitable pastures and the ways in which 
pastures can be used to greatest advantage 
on beef cattle farms. An address by D. A. 
Wallace, directing editor of The Farmer and 
Farm, Stock & Home, on the subject, “Re- 
cent Developments in Agriculture,” will deal 
with farm problems of current interest. 
Brief discussions of future prospects for the 
sheep, hog, and horse producer will be giv- 
en by members of the animal husbandry 
staff. ; 

Mr. Peters, in connection with his an- 
nouncement of the program for Cattle 
Feeders’ Day at University Farm, says that 
no kind of farm live stock enterprise has 
stood up under the business depression 0 
the last few years any better than the 
beef cattle enterprise. The simple equip- 
ment needed, the low labor requirement, 
and the low disease risk in raising or fatten- 
ing beef cattle are factors that justify the 
continuation of beef cattle raising or 1at- 
tening on Minnesota farms.

For more than a year, we had been won- 
dering where our next herd sire would come 
fom. A friend told us of a bull in the 
mountainous cattle country of North Caro- 
lina that was siving some outstanding cal- 
ves. This bull had been bought from John 
Hitch of Maryville, Tennessee, as a calf 
and carried to Carolina. The extended ped- 
igree of this animal looked good, so Mr. 
John Hitch, J. S. Kagley, a neighbor breed- 
e’, my son, and I planned to see the “Tar- 
heel” bull in his home pasture, and study 
the type of his offspring. 

Just at the dawning of a beautiful Octo- 
ber day, we backed out of the garage at 
Walnut Hill Farm, and headed three miles 
west to the “Tallahassee Trail,” which led 
divectly into the Great Smoky Mountains of 
North Carolina, through Deal’s Gap on the 
boundary between the two states. This is 
adjoining the vast territory that the U. S. 
Park Service is taking over for the Great 
Smoky Mountain National Park. This high- 
way could just as well be called the winding 
trail, as it makes so many sharp curves to 
get by the deep gorges and high peaks. 
the scenery over this “Tallahassee Trail’ 
isunsurpassed. The new highway, the var- 
ious natural colors of the mountain timbered 
lands, the mountain streams, the large lakes 
fiom three power dams across the Tennes- 
see and Cheoa rivers gave variety to the 
scenery, and helped make the time seem 
short. When boys, we ranged grade cattle 
in these mountains, and several interesting 
ry were told of happenings in those

It was over this trail that John Hitch, 
‘wenty-one years ago, drove Ethel H. of 
buffalo, his first pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
‘ow, and probably the first registered Aber- 
een-Angus cow to come to Blount County, 
Tennessee. This cow helped to make John 
itch famous as a breeder of Aberdeen- 
ingus cattle, and Blount County the out- 
standing breeding ground of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle south of the Ohio River. 

The first stop was at Robbinsville, N. ¢.. 
where we were joined by Mr. S. S. Hooper, 
pioneer Aberdeen-Angus breeder of the

Nerth Carolina Mountains, and an apostle 
of sunshine when it comes to boosting the 
breed. We proceeded on the journey to 
Wayne Walker’s Junaluska Aberdeen-Angus 
farm. In the barn lot, Mr. Hitch recognized 
“Fannie”, a cow Walker bought from him 
several years ago. Fannie’s three weeks 
old calf was pronounced extra good by both 
Hitch and Hooper. 

The major part of the Walker herd was 
up in the mountain pasture eight miles from 
heme. The party went out to see the cattle. 
About noon, we arrived at the pasture, and 
found there a massive, masculine herd sire 
that showed beyond a doubt who was dic- 
tator among the bovine species in that pas- 
ture. Some of the calves sired by him 
demonstrated his prepotency, and we were 
not long in arriving at the terms of a sale. 

This bull, Smoky Mountain B. D. 2nd., 
was sired by Smoky Mountain Black D., 
who was sired by Black D. of Rosemere. 
He is out of Queen Helen of French Broad, 
who was sired by King of Cloverleaf 7th, 
who sired most of the show herd of Dr. J. 
I. Huggins that was in the fire when Idol- 
mere, Grand Champion at Chicago in 1919 
met his untimely death. This bull is one 
of the few remaining great grandsons of 
Black Woodlawn, and also traces to Black 
D. of Rosemere through his dam. 

We are congratulating ourselves on such 
a fortunate find, and to get a needed proven 
sire at a reasonable cost with such royal 
breeding. We had been needing such a bull 
for a year or more, but feel well paid for 
our waiting. We are sure that many other 
breeders are missing opportunities to get 
proven herd sires, if they would only search 
for them, and make use of them before they 
go to the butcher years too soon. One tra- 
gedy we might mention here is that the sire 
of our herd bull was sold for beef before 
his real worth was known. Every calf that 
he sired has proven to be an outstanding 
breeder. We feel that breeders of both 
registered and grade cattle should give more 
consideration to the older bulls of their com- 
munities, instead of letting them go to the 
butcher, and mere calves used in their stead.

Mr. Fred Hahne, Editor: 

1 have just read the suggestion of Profes- 
sor J. C. Holbert, in the May issue of the 
Journal. 

And, speaking as an outlander, I think 
this is the finest idea I’ve heard in years 
tor improving the position of the breeder. 

For a quarter ot a century I’ve been go- 
ing to fairs and watching this and that ex- 
cellent animal glorified, and in turn glori- 
tying its owner. It seemer to make no dif- 
ference that the real breeder of the animal 
might have been some lowly chap who had 
to sell the prize beast in order to buy feed 
for his other cattle. There has been too 
much of a tendency in the past on the part 
of the exhibitors to assemble a prize-win- 
ning herd, regardless of breeding. 

And, if Professor Holbert’s suggestion is 
adopted, the breeder of any prize-winning 
animal, will get due public credit, regard- 
less of who shows the animal. And if breed- 
ing is the thing, then surely this is fair— 
and desirable. 

There is the case of the exhibitor who 
purchased two heifers, won the senior and 
junior championships at the International, 
and then advertised the winnings of “his 
herd”! It’s a joke to the small fellow and 
the farmer. The credit in that case should 
zo almost entirely to the establishment 
which bred those two heifers. Apparently, 
this exhibitor didn’t even know how to bring 
young stock along, for the following year 
these two heifers took some good beatings. 

Then, there is another case well known, 
of a small breeder who purchased a bull, 
won a state fair championship—to the glory 
of his so-called herd, and didn’t even place 
another animal in the money. What right 
has he to any glory for being able merely 
to buy a good bull? For a man to say 
that he has a thousand dollars to pay for 
a bull doesn’t establish the fact that he is 
a capable breeder of cattle. 

I seems to me that the greatest breeder 
of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle in the world must 
have been Mr. McHenry, who produced the 
stock back of old Earl Marshall. He con- 
tributed a definite value to the breed, in- 
stead of merely flaunting a pocketbook.
